THE LITTLE BANKS.

They Are a Menace to the
People of This Great

City.

OUTLYING BANKS A DANGER.

Down Town tanks Receive Deposits

from One Dollar Up to

Thousands.

Not wishing to compete with the big
banks. lrrcsionslhlc H'ople are starting
up small banks In the outlying districts
of Chicago, from time to time. This
practice has had disastrous results
tiMHi the business and financial Inter-
ests of the entire city. Many hundred
small business men and traders have
been ruined by this class of Institu-
tions. The Pan American Is a shining
example.

This nefarious practice should he
stopped uud the only way to stop It Is
by municipal legislation.

A provision ought to lm made In the
city charter authorizing the city under
Its police power to regulate the estub-llshme- nt

of banks and creating In
pursuance of this work a Isjard for
tho examination of nil proposed new
banking concerns. Such a board
should be given ample power to exam-
ine Into the financial standing of the
promoters of these Institutions, and
none should he allowed to he licensed
unless such as could show assets ample
for the carrying on of their business,
sulllclent to cover the amount of their
deposits, uud lound uud substantial
enough to thoroughly protect their
depositor.

Thero van be no question ns to tho
right and the Justlco of tho city to
oxerclse such jtower under a projierly
constructed charter provision. If tho
city has tho right to regulate plumth
ers, to regulate engineers, to regulate
the elctiloal business, to regulate pawn-
brokers and the scores of other busi-
ness enterprises ami Industries over
which It exercises unquestioned sticr-visin- g

powers. It certainly has a per-
fect right to regulate the hanking busi-
ness, which Is of far moro Importance
than anything lu the Hue of business
In the city, because upon the legitimate
nml honest business methods of these
Institutions depends the welfare of tho
entire city In Its business and commer-
cial life, while methods of a contrary
kind Indulged lu by small, lrresm.slhlo
speculative concerns only results in
failures that involve Injuriously the In-

terests of the entire community. How
often have wo seen It that tho failure
of ouo of these little hanks, started
upon Insecure and Irresponsible founda-
tions, and boomed by fraudulent and
false representations, have dragged
down to ruin hundreds of good, hard-
working, thrifty and deserving citizens.

The licenses Issued by tho examin-
ing board, which, of course, should be
composed of responsible citizens and
ablo financiers, should ho of a charac-
ter that would ho absolutely prohibi-
tive of nil schemes and projects for tho
establishment of phony concerns of tills
kind. ,

This would bo welcomed by all sound
and resousblo banking houses,
whether prlvato or national.

McCoruilck Insisted
Tuesday on the speedy passage of the
ordinance to compel the railroads to
raise to u sixteen-foo- t head their

The Appendicitis' Trust must go 1
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ROTTEN DEAD MEAT

Rapacious Beef Trust Continues
to Poison the People with

the Carrion Product.

COLD STORAGE A MENACE.

Frigidly Embalmed Meats Not Only
Almost Valueless as Food but

Are Actually Deleterious.

Theoretically an organic substance
Intended for food may be kept w hole-som- e

iudellnitely If subjected to u suf-
ficiently low temperature. This Is the
isisltloii taken by the cold storage In-

terests,
Practically an organic substance In-

tended for food frequently becomes
tainted and dangerous to health and
life even when surrounded by the chill-
ing atmosyhere of a cold storage plant.
This Is the reason why the Council Ju-
diciary Committee and the City Health
Department cannot agree with the cold
storage Interests, sas the livening
Post.

The committee and the health otliclals
are giving the health of the people the
benefit of the doubt. Kveu If all that
tlie cold storage interests say in opisisl-tlo- u

to the measure Just recommended
by the Judiciary Committee he true,
regulation of the cold storage plants by
the Health Department cannot work
any hardship to those liuaiiclally Inter-
ested In them.

The ordinance simply proposes to li-

cense these plants after they have been
found In a sanitary condition: to lnscct
the food stored therein :, to have each
article tagged and dated so that Its age
may he known, and to have the con-

tents of the plants Inspected when they
have been lu storage six months.

There Is nothing unreasonable In
the,e proposed regulations. The cold
storage experts tell us that unfit fistd
never Is accepted by them, and that
food cannot deteriorate lu cold storage,
though kept there for years. Why, then,
any opposition to Inspection.

The health of the citizens Is para-
mount. Iletter err on the side of pro-
tecting the public health than on the
side of private Interests that can ls
all'ectetl by the propoed ordinance only
where they are placing the public
health In Jeopardy.

The Council ought to pass this meas-

ure promptly and unanimously.

Health Commissioner Whalcu Duds
the greatest too of tho public health
lu the Reef Trust.

For seven mouth Dr. Whalcn has
been trying to get an ordinance through
thu city council forbidding tho sale of
any slaughtered poultry, flub, game, or
nuy animal used for food purposes, re-

frigerated or otherwise, "which has not
been properly drawn uud prepared by
removing the entrails ut the time of
slaughter." Storage men estimated
that 5,000,000 iHiuuds of meats in Chi-
cago warehouses would come under tho
ban of this law.

Dr. Whuleu's ordinance contains tho
following provisions :

No fowls or other animals to bo put
In storage without the cutralU being
removed.

Warehouses to bo lu sanitary cond-
ition; regular Inspections to guarantee
this.

An aunual Hcenso feo of $500, per-

mits to be Issued to warehouses only
after they had compiled with the sani-
tary provisions,

livery article to he tagged permnuont-l- y

to show the date It Is put lu stor-
age.

Retail grocers to exhibit storago
meats lu original packages from tho
warehouses, to show the age of tho
food, and Its history.

"Our Inspectors h.ivo found meat
two nml three years old lu tho ware-
houses," Dr. Wlmlen said.

So Important has this subject become

tint thu Secretary of the Stato Hoard
of Health. Dr. James A. Kgun, has

tho following communication
to the mayor of every city In Illinois:

"The Illinois State Hoard of Health,
acting In the Interest of tho lives ami
health of the people, urgently recom-

mends to.tho mayors and city councils
of all cities and tho presidents and
boards of, trustees of all villages and
to the health olllcluls lu all parts of
tho State, tho enactment and enforce-
ment of ordinances prohibiting thu sale
of poultry, llih, game, or any animal
used for food that lias nut been prop-

erly cleaned and ilruwu at tho time
of tho slaughtering,

"Tho necessity for such ordinances
nml their enforcement Is plainly Indi-

cated by tho rapidly growing custom
of storing poultry, tlsli, and game con-

taining tho entrails uud other viscera
uud offering them for salu long periods
of time alter being killed, and the

danger to public health caused by this
custom,

"It Is known to nil physicians and
physiologists that there are generated
lu the body of any uultnal poisons of
the highest degree of toxicity. The In-

testines and other digestive organs con-
tain at nil times materials which have
undergone putrefactive changes. If
this material be permitted to remain
In the body nftcr death tho tiolsous
generated may Infiltrate the entire
flesh, making It dangerous to the per-
son who eats It. Tho body, In which
tho vlcera are permitted to remain,
undergoes decomposition much moro
rapidly than when such viscera have
been removed. Dccomosltlou Is fur
ther hastened by leaving the blood In
the animal.

"It has become tho custom of whole
sale poulterers and packers to purchase
poultry during the early summer, when
the prices arc lowest, nml to keep It
lu cohl storage until winter or until
the prices are highest. Such fowls are
killed without bleeding, often plucked
before death, and placed In cold stor
age without removing the entrails and
other viscera. Frequently they are not
offered for sale until several mouths
after killing.

"The process of decomposition and
putrefaction bcglus nt once. Cold stor-
age uud freezing tuny limit the rotting
process, but do not stop It When
iwultry or animals are taken from cold
storage and thawed out for exhibition
and sale the decomposition continues
with renewed energy, Impregnating the
flesh with poison. Flesh lu which tho
blood has been permitted to remain Is
particularly susceptible to such decom-
position, nml tills susceptibility Is In-

creased by the long period of freezing
and thawing.

"Even with poultry that Is 'frcshl
killed' thero Is frequently a period of
several days between tho time ot
slaughtering and sale. Not only Is It
dangerous, but It Is repugnant to our
sense of decency that tho tlesh wo nro
to eat shall lie for several days lu close
contact with putrlfying animal tuntter.

"Undoubtedly undrawn iwultry, tlesh,
and game has caused many cases of
poisoning which have wrongfully been
attributed to other causes. The poison-
ing resulting often resembled that
caused by other isilsou administered
by persons or taken with suicidal In-

tent"

DEATH IN OUR FOOD

Beef Trust's Murder of Its Help-

less Victims Goes on with
Brazen Impunity.

PEOPLE FED AS BUZZARDS.

Tainted Carcasses Sold to Consumers
While Tiust-Fattene- d Aldermen

Wink the Other Eye.

The Reef Trust Is still marching on,
leaving In Its trail tuberculosis, cancer,
upNmlicitls uud countless other dis-
cuses.

It must be stopisMl!
Tho city Is lighting the ravages of

the Reef Trust ngulu with four meat
Inspectors I

This number Is very Insignificant
uud wholly lusulllclont to Inspect 70,-00- 0

cattle and 100,000 hogs a day.
Hut, as the Reef Trust aldermen

won't appropriate money for nny more,
the Health Department docs tho best
it can and that Isn't very much.

Health Department report February
10, 1000:

"The inspectors nt tho Union stock-
yards condemned and destroyed 200
cuttle, 121 hogs, 10 sheep, 7 calves
ii total of 120,485 pounds. Of this
amount tho following was condemned
by tho city meat Inspectors after hav-
ing passed government Inspection or
where, the government had no Jurisdic-
tion: 58 cattle, .'10.205 pounds; 43 hogs,
2,255 iiouuds: uud 3,125 pouud ot cut
meats."

From the Health Department report
for the week ending February U, 1000:

"Tho four meat Inspectors at th
Union stockyards condemned and de-
stroyed 00 carcasses of beef, 1,227 hogs,
0 calves, 15 sheep, 0,205 pounds of
dressed meat u total of 742,154
pounds. Of this amount 201 carcasses
of ticcf, 13 hogs and 0,205 pound of
dressed meat were condemned after
having been passed by tho government
Inspectors, or whero tho government In-

spectors had no Jurisdiction."
Tito murder of tho people still goes

on.
